It is the sa m e fight tha t ha s been going on 
for 
more tha n n deca de 
the struggle between those who 
are interested in wrecking profit, capita lism and those 
who are interested in sav ing it from the wreckers It 
m erely happens tha t 111 this ca se much of the public 
ha s been beguiled into believ ing the only tiling in ­ 
v olv ed is prices. Yet, som e of the sa m e persons who 
are adding their v oices 
to the clamor to continue 
priee-profit control cheerfully go into the black m a r­ 
ket and 
pay 
illega lly-hlgh 
prices 
for com m odities 
which priv ate business cannot supply a t legal prices 
OPA Is subsidizing illegal business at the expense of 
lega l business, which Is giv en a choice between turn­ 
ing illega l Itself or trying to m a inta in itself under the 
ha ndica p of profit control a dm inistered under cov er 
from W ashington. 


Fomenting Rev olution 
Herbert Hoov er's comment In Rio De J a neiro that 
Com munist opposition to fa m ine relief in the coun­ 
tries he ha s v isited looks like a pa rty-line plan to fish 
in troubled waters puts a distinguished American on 
the record in a n Issue tha t goes to the roots of the 
ideological struggle. 
As Mr. Hoov er points out. his efforts to obta in food 
for the relief of hunger in Runo*' are uniform ly op­ 
posed by the 
Com munist press 
wherev er he 
goes 
Either this Is policy directed from Moscow, he de­ 
clares, or it is policy th a t 
should be repudiated by 
Moscow. Certainly he ha s a right to resent being de­ 
rided a s “ the ambassador of W all Street com ing to 
take bread from the Bra zilia n people," a s he was de­ 
rided by the Com munist press of Brazil 
It is no secret, of course, th a t the United Sta tes 
hopes fa m ine relief may keep Europeans from reach­ 
ing such a degree of despera tion they will be tempted 
to sell out their hope of liberty for the promise of se­ 
curity under a uthorita ria n gov ernm ent. 
Authoritar­ 
ia nism thriv es on desperation. But the real m otiv e for 
this country's food relief Is hum a nita ria n; hum an be­ 
ings who are threa tened with sta rv a tion may be sav ed 
by our generosity. 
Th* Communist line being used against Mr. Hoov er 
sa ys in effect tha t sta rv a tion is an excellent condi­ 
tioner for rev olution Tha t is a stra nge way to try to 
win conv erts to Com munism . W ha t Mr 
Hoov er has 
done, in effect, is to cha llenge Moscow to deny such a 
policy, or to ta ke the consequences of supporting it 


India Has Our Sympathy 
His Brita nnic M a jesty’s gov ernm ent, it now 
a p­ 
pears, is going a hea d with 
independence for 
India 
whether tlie quarreling India ns want it or not. The 
14-man interim gov ernm ent being set up to preside 
ov er th e la st rites for the notion that India n inde­ 
pendence nev er would reach a clim a x Is obv iously a 
conclusiv e step. India ’s politicia ns either must deliv er 
the goods, or lose their chief talking point, which is 
the cha rge tha t the British nev er really gav e them a 
cha nce. 
As they ta ckle the job of lea rning to get a long with 
one a nother, India 's quarreling m inorities hav e Amer­ 
ica's sym pa thy. It Is not going to be easy. After more 
tha n 150 years, Am ericans still ca n cla im little more 
tha n an unea sy truce m a inta ined by a sens*« of ex­ 
pediency. Religious, ra cia l and econom ic bigotry are 
still gna wing ot the 
underpinning of 
our na tiona l 
strength. R egiona l jea lousies nev er ha v e been ov er­ 
com e. Ev en so slight a thing a s differences in speech 
are enough to set off our prejudices. 
India ca n look forward to the pleasure of ha ndling 
such thin gs a s th e Am erican silv er bloc, on the ram ­ 
page for more Trea sury loot, a nd the cotton 
bloc 
These are part of the price of unity It can discount 
in a dv a nce such denia ls of th e spirit of unity as a 
counterpa rt of the "solid south," which has supported 


knowledge tha t the one-tim e guerrilla hero ha s the 
card., stacked again.-A him. M arshal Tito ha s prom ­ 
ised him a "fair trial " But he ha s told our Sta te D e­ 
pa rtm ent tha t General 
M ikhailov itch's 
crim es

But this tria l, in principle, is no different from the 
Allied tria ls of war crim ina ls The only difference lies 
in the se m ingly questionable ev idence, the fact that 
the M ikhailov itc h trial is a na tiona l is u e before a n a ­ 
tional court, and the deep suspicion tha t the whole 
tiling m ay be an ideological frameup. 
To the T ito partisan the trial may s*em m ore logi­ 
cal tha n the war crime tria ls are to us. No one believ es 
tha t flooring, Tojo and other top Axis leaders will be 
found innocent. It is just tha t to us in a democracy, 
the idea of crim ina l pnxedure a ga inst men responsi­ 
ble for the most terrible of crime, confuse,- the m ind’s 
conception of justice a nd its desire for v engeance.
